pered heart, received him with open 
arms. He gave a matinee nmsicale at 
his house, all the best known musicians 
cf tlie place being present Well, Liszt 


ppeared in his Hungarian costume, 
•ild and magnificent 
He told Mendelssohn that he had 


written something special for him. He 
at down, and swaying right and left 
n his music stool played first a Hnn- 
urian melody and then three or f our 
ariaiious, one more incredible than the 
ther. 


\Vestcod amazed, and after everybody 


»ad paid his compliments to the hero o1 
he day some of Mendelssohn's friends 
gathered round him and said: 


"Ah, Felis, now wo can pack. No 


me can do that. It is over with us." 


Mendelssohn sruiled, and when Lisz 


jime up to him, asldng him to play 
something, he laughed and said that he 
lever played now, and this, to a oe 
extent, was true. He. did not give rnucl 
ime to practicing then, but worked 
chiefly at composing and directing his 
concerts. However, Liszt wonld take no 
refusal, and so at last little Mendelssohn, 
with his own charming playfulness, 
said: 
'' Well, I'll play. But yon must prom- 


ise me not to be angry." 


And what did he play? He sat down 


and played first of all Lisat's Hungarian 
melody, and then one variation after 
another, so that no ouo but Liszt him- 
self could have tlie told tho difference. 
We ftll trembled lest Liszt should bo 
offended, for Mendelesohn conld not 
keep himself 
from imitating Lifi/tt's 


movements and raptures. 
However, 


Mendelssohn managed never to offend 
man, woman or child. 


Liszt laughed and applauded, and ad-

This* caiiul took its rise from the 


Nile at Asiut and r.-m almost paral- 
lel with it for nearly 250 miles, 
creeping aloag under the western 
cliffs of the Nile valley, with many 
a Ix-nd and winding, until at length 
it gained an eminence as compared 
with the river bed, whu-h enabled it 
to turn v.-e.-tv.Mi-il through a narrow 
paM and enter a district which was 
otherwise shut off from the fertilin 
ing floods on which all vegetation in 
Egypt depends. The northern end 
stood 17 feet above low Nile, while 
at the southc/n end it \v as at an 
eaual elevation with the river. 
Through this cut ran a perennial 
stream, which watered a province 
named the Fayouin, endowing it 
with fertility and supporting a large 
population. 


In the time of the annual flood a 


great part of the canal was under 
water, and then the river's current 
would rush in a more direct course 
into the pass, carrying with it the 
rich silt which takes the place of 
manure and keeps the soil in a statu 
of constant productiveness. 


All this, with the exception of the 


traditions that Joseph built it, can 
be verified today, and it is not mere 
supposition or rumor. Until eight 
years ago it was firmly believed that 
the design has always been limited 
to an irrigation scheme, larger no 
doubt than thht now in operation, 
as shown by the traces of abandoned 
canals and by the slow aggregation 
of waste water which had accumu- 
lated in the Birket el Queruin, but 
still essentially the same in charac- 
ter. Many accounts have been writ- 
ten by Greek and Roman historians, 
such as Herodotus, Strabo, Mntiaims 
and Pliny and repeated in monkish 
legends or portrayed in the maps of 
tho middle ages, which agreed with 
the folklore of tho district. The^o 
tales explained that the canal dug by 
tho ancient Israelite served to carry 
the surplus waters of the Jfilo into 
an extensive ....ce lying south of the 
Fayoumand so large that it not only 
modified the climate, tempering the 
arid winds of the desert and con- 
verting them into the bulmy airs 
which nourished the vines and tho 
olives into a fullness and fragrance 
unknown in any part of the coun- 
try, but also added to the food sup- 
ply of the land such immense quan- 
tities of fish that the royal preroga- 
tive of the right of piscary at the 
great weir was valued at §250,000 
annually. This lake was said to be 
450 miles around and to be navigat- 
ed by a fleet of vessels, and the 
whole circumference was the scene 
of industry and prosperity. — En- 
gineering.

A Fferaon* Fiddle. 


There is a violin in the possession 


of Fiau Grigoneff-Krudener of Lu- 
cerne, the widow of the brilliant 
young performer Grigorieff, which 
Ls reputed to be worth 60,000 francs. 
Vulliaumc, Bianchi.Sivori and other 
Ktperts have agreed in this extraor- 
dinary eo-tiniate. Tlio greatest art- 
ists, Paganini, Spohr, Vieuxtemps, 
Joachim and Sarasate, have played 
upon it, and there is quite a collec- 
tion of documents relating to its his- 
tory for the last ISO yearb. It was 
originally one of tho so called Eur- 
furstwi geigo, or Prince Elector 
fiddles, 12 of which were made as 
presents to the electors of the holy 
Roman empire by Jacob Stainer 
Aaiati, and IB the only one of the 12 
which is still in existence. About a 
century and a half ago it came into 
the possession of Baron de Kru.leu- 
er, the Russian diplomatist and 
husband of the famous Mme. de 
Krudener, the singular religionist 
who played so great a part in bring 
iug about the so called holy alliance 
in IMS. Mine, de Krudcnev was a 
sort of German Lady Huntingdon, 
always surrounded by a court of 
clergymen. But one of her family, 
the labt of the name, was a born 
musician 
and delighted himself 


with the dusty old neglected Amati. 
Ho took to music as his profession, 
renounced the name of Krudener 
and adopted that of Grigorit-rf.— 
Westminster Gazette.
